TheCasslar Trade'- ' 

It has beou estimated by Chief Jus- 
tice Begbio tliat this season's \icld of 
of tho Cassiar gold mines -will not fall 
Taelow a million and a half. Porhaps 
i- few men are more likely to form a cor- 
! ;rect estimate. When it is remember- 
ed liow very imperfect were tho means 
'^oflntercommunication, how scarce and 
dear wore pifbviAions and ^mining ap- 
j)liance^ jijad Jio w_, -numerojifl, and great 
'vfkid disadvantages under which 
mining- operations must ba,ve been cgr- 
yied,V'„on during' the^ .. first 
■ season, ' it will be admitted' that 
this is no mean yield. But 
thfsre is an important, feature about 
these mines which should not be lost 
sight of. Unlike Cariboo, Cassiar 
yields up its golden treasure' to ' the 
touch of all; aud thus tho million and 
a half has been very generally distri- 
buted amongst the fifteen hundred who 
wont there. This is not only more sa- 
tisfactory to those -who mine and 
those who trade, but it is over so much 
more benulicial to the country tluui a 
few big strikes and many misses. 
There is one question deserving of 
... earnest attention, and that i.s, How 
sHall the' Cassiar trade bo most effect- 
ually secured to our people? AVo are 
glad to see tho "Subject taken up by a 
, New Westminster contemporary. As 
; ' tlie;reader will be aware, the Stickeen 
Biver for thirty miles froim its mouth 
flows tlifough United States territory, 
thus giving Americans to a certain ex- 
tent <^ hold. u^pn the ^rade, and vfhich 
i^^.i^ould appear thej . have not t^een 
VI aloW/to use . to the annoyance, of Brit- 
ish ;trade. The spirit manifested by 
the 17. S. Customs officer towards 
British subjects trading to Cassiar 
may possibly not meet with a25proval 
at Washington; but, be that as it may, 
the experience of the season now draw- 
ing to a close ought not to bo lo.st 
upon our people and Government. 
We cannot probably do bettor than 
commend the whole subject tu the 
consideration of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and it should bo considered 
soon, in order that whatever can be 
accomplished in tho direction indicat- 
ed may be done in time to take effect 
in the opning of tho siiring; for it 
seems beyond all po.'isiblo doubt that 
next season's trade will be very large. 
There is another -point to which we 
would also desire to direct attention. 
Although- the trail-makers succeeded 
' in getting through from Quesnell to 
Cassiar, it cannot be denied that the 
trail is far from fully meeting the object 
for which ' it was intended. Much 
,f7ork requires .-yet to be done upon it, 
and that work should bo done as early 
next season as possible; for all must 
admit the great importance to con- 
sumors as well as producers of est- 
ablishing facile channels of commu- 
nication between tho mines of Cassiar 
and the overstocked pastures and 
overflowing storehouses beyond the 
Cascades. This is an important point, 
all the more so on account of tlie dis- 
ability under which our coast-wise 
trade with Cassiar lies; and wo claim 
for it that early and earnest attention 
which it deserves.

Lord Rivers has forwarded the fol- 
lowing letter to the editor of the 
"Ticliborue Gazette, dated ]i\islimorc, 
Shaftesbury, Sept. lii, 1871, 

Sir: As tlio chief circulation of your 
pai^oris among tho friends of Sii* Ro- 
ger TicliboriiG, it may interest these 
"fanatics and fools" to know that I 
saw him iu l\[illbank yesterday, tho 
rules of the prison allowing each pri- 
soner, after.six months' . incarceration, 
to receive three friends. Lady Tich- 
borne, Dr."]Ienenly and myself were 
the three who enjoyed this privilege; 
but as we were not allowed to see him 
separately and tho interview took 
place with Sir Roger at tho end of a 
Tong and jiarro'w cell, di'vided by rails 
and wireAvofk into three compartments 
— ourselves and Sir Roger being at 
the two ends, and a warden in tho 
centre — the visit was not as satisfac- 
tory as we expected it would" .have 
been. i 

Sir Roger has lost between seven 
and eight stones in weight. 

Ho said ho was in good health, and 
I was told tho same liy tho wardera. 

Ho gives no troublo to any one, and 
bears himself under his misfortunes as 
only a gentleman and a man conscious 
of his innocence could. - 

Confinement and misery have turn- 
ed liis liair gray; and no wonder; but 
the story which has been put about of 
his hair having become tho saiuo col- 
our iis Arthur Orion's, now that tlie 
dye cannot bo used, is a lio, like all the 
other assertions made against him by 
llie prosecution. 

F(jr six months, and now again for 
six months to come, Sir Roger has 
been, and is to be, living in a tomb; 
never seeing a newspaper, or holding 
any intercourse with the outer world. 
But he has survived it, aud moans to 
survive it still; believing that however 
great and hard to bear his punishment 
maybe, it requires but time to let tho 
English nation see the iniquity of his 
trial and that their eyes once opened, 
his freedom is secured. 

I hope his views are con-oct, and I 
believe thoy will prove to be so, if jus- 
tice and fair play aro ever again to be 
allowed to hold their own against Pope- 
ry and priestcraft. I am, sir, your 
obedient servant. Bivebb. 

The fbllowing letter has been receiv- 
ed by Mr. J. C. jMcredith. of Boides- 
ley green : 

"Alresford, Sept. IG. 
"Di;.\ii Siii. — It is with groat regret, 
and I may almost say, politically 
speaking, with a broken heart, I read 
in a Birmingham journal a letter ad- 
dressed to you by Mr. John Bright, ■ 
where, in speaking of the Tichborne 
case, he used these words: 'I think 
sympathj- like yours was never expend- 
ed on a more unworthy object.' Now, 
Mr. John Bright has been an intimate 
friend of mine for sixteen years in the 
House of Commons, during which 
time I have had always the liigliest 
(j[)inion of him, almost amounting to 
veneration, as regards polities and 
political honesty. But when I find a 
man of John Briglii's jiosition speak 
of tiio Tichborne case iu the niauner 
he does in his letter to you^ knowing 
no more about it than the man in the 
moon, ho falls in my estimation some 
lir.iidred per cent. I knew Mr. Roger 
Tichborne lung and long before ever I 
knew ■Mr. John Briglit, and I tun jire- 
pared to sacrifice not only my body 
in this world, but my soul iu tho nest, 
that tho prisoner in Millbank Prison is 
the man I knew as ilr. Tichborne in 
foi-mer days, and 1 eliMllenge Mr. 
Bright to prove tho contrary. If Mr. 
John Bright ventures to form an opin- 
ion on a subject which lie knows no- 
thing at all about, surely wo must look 
upon all his movements iu the future 
with sacpicioii and distrust. I coin- 
■[iliiuent you on your reply to the right 
lionorable genlleniaii, as you havo de- 
cidedly the best of the argument. I 
trust Mr. Bright, as well as Mr. Glad- 
stone and Lord W'olvertoii, will not 
ov(>rlook the fault that the Tichborne 
case had a great deal to do with the 
late Liberal defeat at the last election.

Driven to Beath by ft Curse.

Miss Cross, 
Stark, N. H., lately committed suicide 
by drowning under tho following ' cir- 
cumstances, as related by a local pa- 
lter: — Sho had had chargo of the 
school for several weeks. Tho schol- 
ars-thought much of her, and till with- 
in a short time before hor death slie 
kept an orderly nnd oxcollont school. 
But during tho hist week all setimcd 
to bo disorder and confusion in tho 
school. The committee. Dr. A.Thomp- 
Bon aud Mr, M, T. Pike, hayingf beard 
of the fact, visiled !BI Vch<f(5l uOa Fri- 
day, and found it much as above de- 
scribed, on which, after the school 
was dismissed,, they kindly talked with 
her privately relative -to the school, 
told her how it seemed to them, and 
advised-her -as she appeared pale and 
nearly -sickrquietly to go to theyM^ent 
and resign her position ;' or If M6*felfc 
strong enough to go on with the school 
and thought she could improve in the 
particulars they mentioned, she could 
do so. She said she would determine 
what was best beiweett;that;liime *and 
tho hour of school the next morning. 
They left for their homos. Sho did not 
return to" her boarding-house that 
uiglit, and her friends became alarmed 
The . school-house was locked. Ou 
looking in at tho window the key was 
seen on the floor. Qu entering.' vihey 
discovered on her desk'sblte littl'd ar- 
ticles of value she had taken from:, her 
per.soa and the following, ^pte/iaddres- 
sed to her sister : 

"Dear Mary: All that I have to say 
is that tlie curse ia fulfilled. Tho 
daughters shall die in sorrow if not in 
shame before thoy are twenty. Ask 
Albert Thompson nnd Thomas Pike 
why. Good-bye all. L.\urai.va." 

Search was made for the body. The 
school-houseiv^s situated on tho river 
bank, where^tHe water' was deeiD and 
still, and the body was found near by. 
Before tho coroner's jury her sister ex- 
plained tho note l)y relating that 'they 
were the eliildren of AiuosK. Cross, of 
Waterford, Me., and that in conse- 
quence o£iiBomeK.diffifi(\UiSLf^>tfween 
them, her father separated tiroffi- his 
first ,wi^e, and was again' married, on 
which his mother, taking sides against 
him, pronounced with dreadful emph- 
asis this curse upon her sou's children: 
His daughters shall die in sorrow if 
not in 'sbamis; before^ th^ ar^'^tiw enty, 
and the sons shall oe cut ofif m 
infancy." She said that for some 
time Lauraina had constantly dwelt 
upon tho subject of the curse, and the 
more so, recently, as she was nearing 
the age of twenty, tind she had said 
things which .I^a^.^auMdii^^Vjidl^ibink 
her sister m'editated^suicide. And her 
room mate testified that only a week 
before she had spoken of it to ' ii%','and 
alluded to the fact that she was over 
19 years of age, and if the curse was 
fulfilled she had but a short time long- 
er to live. Theiact thatsomo of her 
brothers died ia infancy ten^el to 
btrengtben ih^ snp'erstition, so tnat in- 
sanity and ., death . vreirei ■ the. - ^nse- 
quenoe. .- :

German Coinage. — The mints of 

Germany are crowded «ithbu-iu038 at 
the ])resent time. It is prunosed by 
the Government to turn out a :•( liiKijfo 
of diilerent deiunninations to the ex- 
tent of l,7t)0,0U0,U00 reichsuuirks -a 
;,um equivalent to about $425,000,0tlU 
in our money. Oi>erations ■were com- 
menced in 1872, and aro pushing fm'- 
ward steadily. About $;i(l(),OUO,0t)O is 
to be in gold, ?100,()00,()(]0 in silver, 
$20,000,000 in nickel, $5,0(10, 000 in 
copper. Up to the 0th of Juno last 
tho gold coined amounted to $255,000,- 
000. Some of this 'was made out of 
tho old German gold coin; but tlie 
greater part of it •was mado from 
French Najioleons. The whole num- 
ber of ]neces to be euiued \v;ls I),(j90,- 
000,00(J. There were eight mints, and 
these could produce ooiy 194,000,000 
pieces in a year. At this rate it 
would be eighteen yeiirs before the 
work was eoniplcted, A new mint 
has been erected, however, and others 
fiie to be cslahlishcil, so that all the 
new coins may bo made in six or eight 
years, .
